Mr.  Chairman*  Ladies  and  Gentlemen* 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1952. 

The  vital  statistics  are  highly  satisfactory. 

The  Birth  Rate  of  13.63  compares  favourably  with  16.9  in 
1951 •  The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  15*3. 

The  Death  Rate  is  11.86  as  compared  with  the  much  higher 
figure  of  13.57  tor  the  previous  year.  The  figure  for  England 
and  Wales  is  11.3- 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  at  22.37  is  the  lowest  ever 
recorded  for  the  area.  The  rate  for  1951  was  37,31*  The 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  27.6. 

Maternal  Mortality:  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  for 
the  third  successive  year  there  have  been  no  maternal  deaths 
in  the  area. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was  slight..  It  Is 
now  four  years  since  we  have  had  a  case  of  diphtheria. 

The  two  most  urgent  problems  are  the  provision  of  an 
adequate  water  supply  for  Wigton  and  the  eastern  parishes* 
and  a  sewage  disposal  works  for  Wigton. 

The  present  shortage  of  water  is  seriously  affecting 
agriculture  which  is  the  main  industry  of  the  district.  It 
is  also  hindering  the  development  of  housing  estates  at  Wigton 
and  Thursby. 

It  is  now  hoped  to  commence  work  on  Stage  II  of  the  new 
water  scheme  at  the  beginning  of  1954. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  and  my 
colleagues  on  the  staff  for  their  help  during  the  year.

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WATER : 


I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  J  .R  .Watters,  the  Water  Engineer*  for 
furnishing  the  following  report  ;~ 

UI  regret  to  have  to  report  another  year  of  no  progress  on  the 
improvement  of  either  defective  or  deficient  water  supplies 
within  the  Rural  District. 


We  continue  to  lay  new  mains  on  housing  sites*  and  make  new 
service  connections  for  agricultural  purposes*  all  of  which 
are  taking  more  water  from  a  mains  system  which  is  already 
overloaded*  and  from  separate  sources*  some  of  which*  as  is 
well  known  to  all  concerned*  are  so  unsatisfactory  as  to  be 
positively  dangerous. 


Wigton  Town  is  noteworthy*  in  that  it  has  within 


its 


boundaries 


one  of  the  first*  and  most  modern  of  Modern  Secondary  Schools 


as  well  as  several  schools  to  which  large  numbers  of  children 
are  brought  from  the  rural  districts  daily*  but  the  water  supply 
at  its  worst*  is  such  as  would  not  be  approved  for  feeding  to 
attested  dairy  herds. 


The  source  of  this  supply  is  nearly  100  years  old*  is  not 
treated  in  any  way  at  all*  and  remains  as  originally  designed 
and  constructed. 


The  sources  of  G-reenfoot*  Townthwaite*  and  Caldbeck*  are  all 
liable  to  gross  contamination  by  surface  drainage*  particularly 
after  heavy  rainfall  when  the  water  is  muddy  at  the  domestic 
taps . 


In  any  normal  summer  season*  supplies  are  intermittent  over 


a 


wide  area  because  of  reduced  yield  at  the  springs*  and  in 
winter  the  parish  of  Aikton  suffers  intermittent  supply  because 
the  mains  system  is  too  small  to  meet  the  demand  when  water* 
whatever  its  condition*  is  available. 

For  the  past  seven  years  my  Council  have  worked  on  an  excellent 


scheme  for  comprehensively  improving  all  water  supplies*  both 
as  to  quality  and  quantity*  and  two  Public  Inquiries  have  been 
held  resulting  in  no  basic  alteration  to  the  original  proposals* 
but  at  the  end  of  1952*  there  is  no  indication  that  the  scheme* 


in  whole  or  in 


part  * 


is  likely  to  be  approved  for  starting. 


The  Aspatria  and  Silloth  Undertaking*  which  has  proved  such  an 
excellent  scheme  during  the  50  years  of  its  existence*  supplying 
treated  water  of  good  quality*  has  been  stretched  to  its  limit. 
In  seeking  to  spread  It  out  as  far  as  possible*  to  eliminate  as 
much  of  the  unsatisfactory  water  in  other  districts  as  can  be 
achieved*  it  is  overtaken  by  the  inevitable  physical  result  of 
deflation  of  pressures  throughout  the  supply  area  in  summer  time 

This  means  that  the  people  who  provided  the  capital  for  this 
good  scheme*  have  sacrificed  the  enjoyment  of  a  really  adequate 
supply  of  good  quality  water*  In  order  to  help  their  less  fort¬ 
unate  neighbours*  pending  the  implementing  of  the  new  proposals 
which  would  settle  the  problem  of  water  supply  throughout  the 
district  for  many  years. 


"Hope  springs  eternal  in  the  human  breast" ,  but  "Hope  long 
deferred,  maketh  the  heart  sick" ,  which  two  borrowed  phrases 
seem  to  express  the  feeling^  of  unsatisfied  consumers,  as 
well  as  the  harrassed  Officer  who  diligently  tries  to  meet 
their  demands  with,  all  too  often,  very  little  success. 

Forward-looking,  one  hopes  that  the  report  for  1953  will  prove 
to  be  a  much  happier  one,  and  that  the  obstacles  to  some  real 
progress  may  have  been  removed.

There  were  no  samples  sent  for  analysis  during  the  year* 


This  is  because  there  was  an  Inquiry  held  in  May*  1952  into  the 
Chapelhouse  and  Overw*ater  Scheme  Stage  2  and  the  Inspector 
holding  the  Inquiry  was  furnished  with  all  the  evidence  and 
analyses  of  the  various  supplies. 

Since  Mr.  Watters  supplied  his  report  the  Ministry  have  given 
the  Council  sanction  to  place  orders  for  materials  for  Stage 
2  of  the  Scheme  but  the  Ministry  point  out  that  owing  to  the 
present  limitations  on  capital  expenditure  the  scheme  cannot 
be  included  in  the  capital  investment  programme  for  1953.  It 
will  be  allov/ed  to  proceed  early  in  1954. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE : 


Wig  ton  Town  Sewerage  Works  e0  I  have  previously  reported  on  the 

deplorable  state  of  these  works.  The  position  is  still  the 
same  but  it  is  hoped  that  sanction  to  commence  the  new  works 
will  be  forthcoming  from  the  Ministry  in  the  near  future. 

Greenrow  Sewage  Pumping  Station?  Silloth?  The  Consulting 
Engineers  have  completed  their  investigation  and  we  are  await¬ 
ing  their  report.  The  infiltration  of  surface  water  into 
this  system  has  not  been  so  severe  during  the  last  winter. 

This  is  mainly  attributable  to  the  comparatively  dry  weather 
experienced. 


Kirkbampton  and  Lit tlebampton  Sewerage  Schemes : 
schemes  are  now  functioning  satisfactorily.

Glasson  and  Drumburgh  Sewerage  Schemes? 


Although  the  Ministry 
of  Health  Inquiry  into  these  schemes  was  held  some  two  years 
ago  no  work  has  yet  been  commenced  as  the  Council  have  still 
not  received  Ministry  sanction. 

Aspatria  Sewerage  Scheme?  The  extension  and  improvements  to 
this  scheme  were  completed  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and 
are  now  functioning  satisfactorily. 

Oulton  Sewerage  Schemes  The  Ministry  are  still  considering 


this  scheme  but  no  Inquiry  has  yet  been  held 


Waverton  Sewerage  Scheme?  This  scheme  has  been  considered  by 
the  Minister  of  Housing  &  Local  Government  and  in  July?  1952 
he  was  n  of  the  opinion  that  in  the  absence  of  any  evidence  in¬ 
dicating  urgency  on  public  health  grounds  the  new  housing 
aspect  is  not  sufficiently  strong  to  justify  further  consider¬ 
ation  of  the  scheme  at  the  present  time”.

SCHOOL  SANITATION; 

During  the  year  water  borne  sanitation  was  installed  at  Ilesket- 
new-Market  School . 


Fingland  School  was  taken  over  by  the  County  Authority  and  re¬ 
conditioned.  -  The  re-condit ioning  included  central  heating  and 
the  installation  of  an  improved  type  of  chemical  closet  sanit¬ 
ation.  They  were  unable  to  install  water  borne  sanitation 
owing  to  drainage  difficulties.

NUTRITION  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN t 

The  general  condition  of  school  children  remains  satisfactory. 
Of  the  children  examined  during  the  year  46.01%  were  found  to 
be  above  average  nutrition*  53*51 %  were  found  to  have  normal 
nutrition  and  00.48%  were  found  to  be  slightly  below  normal. 
There  was  no  evidence  of  mal-nutrit ion. 


•■CHOOL  MEALS  SERVICE  AND  MILK  IN  SCHOOLS : 

The  school  population  is  estimated  at  3? 643  of  which  2*437 
were  having  free  milk  and  2*814  were  receiving  school  dinners. 
This  compares  very  favourably  with  1951  when  the  estimated 
school  population  was  3*400  and  when  2*259  children  took  milk 
and  2*435  were  taking  school  meals.

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Housing  Committee  wisely  decided 
to  re-house  the  families  from  Sites  3*  4  and  5.  Some  of  the 
families  have  been  re-housed  in  new  houses  at.Silloth  and  others 
have  been  transferred  to  Ho.  1  Site. 


The  housing  position  in  the  area  is  on  the  whole  not  so  acute 
as  it  was.

I  understand  a  Committee 
is  at  present  sitting  to  go  into  the  whole  question  of  abattoirs 
throughout  the  country.  ~I  hope  that  when  Wigton  is  considered 
they  will  decide  to  build  a  new  abattoir  on  a  suitable  site.

Sir, 


I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the  year  1952# 
As  usual  it  is  in  statistical  form,  but  I  should  like  to 
comment  on  one  subject  only,  namely  housing. 


During  the  year  three  improvement  grant  projects  were  com¬ 
menced  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing, Act,  1949.  One 
of  these  was  completed,  also  one  of  those  carried  over  from 
the  previous  year.  In  each  case  the  maximum  grant  of  5( 
was  made. 


Throughout  England  and  Wales  some  2,300  formal  applications 
for  grants  have  been  made  since  the  coming  into  operation 
of  the  Act.  This  rate  of  progress  must  be  very  disappointing 
in  terms  of  houses  brought  up  to  modern  standards,  especailly 
so  when  one  realises  something  of  the  extent  to  which  property 
is  falling  into  disrepair  near  the  other  end  of  the  scale; 
to  say  nothing  of  those  houses  which  for  long  have  been  ear¬ 
marked  for  slum  clearance. 


Impending  legislation  would  seem  to  suggest  that  a  fresh 
approach  to  the  serious  problem  of  sub-standard  property 
is  in  the  offing. 


The  question  of  repairs  is  inevitably  bound  up  with  the 
rent  question,  and  one  cannot  lightly  ask  owners  to  do 
extensive  repairs  knowing  that  several  years  rent  income 
will  be  .swallowed  up  in  the  process.  I  have  noticed  a 
commendable  restraint  on  the  part  of  most  tenants  in  this 
respect.  It  seems  they  are  aware  of  the  unfairness  of  the 
situation,  even  though  some  in  authority  are  not,  or  will 
not  be,  so  enlightened. 


Surely  some  permissive  increase  in  rents, 
to  work  done,  could  be  arranged  to  encoura 
fulfil  their  now/  onerous  responsibilities

The  application  of  such  legislation  in  so  far  as  it  would 
concern  the  enforcement  of  repairs  is  a  job  for  the  local 
authorities.  Even  though  a  tremendous  amount  of  work 
might  well  be^  involved,  it  would  be  work  of  vital  importance 
to  the  nation,  and  an  essential  complement  to  the  new 
housing  programme. 

Unfortunately  /- 
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Unfortunately  a  great  deal  of  house  property  in  rural  areas 
is  sub-standard,  and  the  attractive  lime  washed  walls  and  the 


roses  around  the  door,  so  much  admired  by  the  passing  towns¬ 
man,  are  no  adequate  compensation.  The  roses  die  off  with 
the  approach  of  winter,  but  dampness  persists  throughout 
the  four  seasons  of  the  year. 


Of  the  6,87*1  houses  in  this  area  it  is  thought  that  1,573 
which  are  seriously  below  standard  could  be  restored  and 
brought  up  to  a  decent  standard  and  thus  assured  a  useful 
future  of  a  good  many  years.  Let  us  keep  hold  of  these 
older  houses  if  we  can,  with  their  infinite  variety  in 
design  and  planning.  To  replace  them  with  stereotyped 
Council  houses,  which  seems  to  me  the  only  way  they  will 
be  replaced  in  our  present  economy,  will  deprive  our  English 
countryside  of  something  which  *  belongs*,  and  it  will  be  so 
much  the  poorer.  Like  the  townsman  to  whom  I  have  just 
referred,  I  too  like  the  neat  walls  and  the  flowers,  but  I 
am  anxious  that  those  walls  shall  be  dry. 


Under  the  heading  of  *  slum  clearance*  ,  an  expression  which 
is  likely  to  become  as  f amiliar  in  the  not  too  distant 
future  as  it  was  in  the  1930* s,  nearly  four  hundred  houses 
in  this  area  are  scheduled.  Speaking  generally,  these 
houses  are  tenanted  by  persons  in  the  lowest  income  group, 
and  the  rent  payment  for  the  new  houses  must  inevitably 
prove  a  matter  of  grave  concern.
